There is a total disconnectedness withlife and with the living. 
Even the convenience of a car is such a constant that walking can be 
virtually dispensed with: that requires effort, perhaps even some 
physical stamina, a certain connectedness to one's environment. 


What of the Satanist, the self-described "elitist", glorying in 
war, death, blood and morbidity? Satanism is full of computer nerds, 
book worms, weak, pale, sunken chested, stooped shouldered, sickly, 
luntermensch, embracing Satanism itself as a part of the voyeurism 
that afflicts the rest of the masses they console themselves that they 
are so different from. It is yet another, albeit less popular, contriv-— 
ed thrill by which the nonentity can achieve a feeling of being 
"alive". At most, the "really committed" might be a publisher of a 
newsletter, or even a member of a "métal" band, to add to the 
fantasy of being "alive". But. heaven help the Sickly, worthless 
bastards if their safe little worlds are intruded upon by reality. Who 
among these have undergone the extremes of life? - of great joy and 
great sorrow, of immense pain, total solitude, self-introspection, 
physical challenge, risk of one's popularity or reputation? Of anything 
that either strengthens or destroys? 

Those who really grab the Devil by the horns and ride the Wheel of 
Life & Death are few indeed. | |

EARLY LIFE 


The lad who in later: 
years was to . be heavily 
influenced by Nietzsche 


displayed an iron will at an- 


early age. Learning to swim, 
he would go against the 
current or head for the

His career as a poet. 
began early. By 16 he was 


known in Rome § aS an_ up- 
and-coming poet in the mould 
on the French decadants' such 


as Baudelaire who had an early 
influence on him. Like these,. 
“he . . had a satanic turn of 
mind, writing in Ora Satanica: . 
"No, Satan, you I crave beneath 


your brazen wing... Among the 
kisses and the wine cups will 
I madden. Satan, yes, 'tis you 
I crave..." 


At 19 he went to Rome, 
leading a bohemian life and 
working as a gossip columnist, 
but also writing his first 
novel Il Piacere. A set of 
short stories followed, Tales 
of the Pescara, celebrating 
the sensual and the violent. 

Then came his novel Le 
Vergini delle Rocce, important

NEW IDEALS 

Around this time new 
ideals for the coming century 
were emerging, especially 
among young artists who were 
rejecting bourgeoisie liberal- 
ism. In response to the 
comfort seeking, security 
conscious bourgeoisie and 
merchant-—minded politicians, 
the young artists were 
demanding nationalism and 
empire. They were represented 
by the Futurist movement with 
its provocative style and 
abrasive manifestoes, and led 
by Marinetti, the poet ‘who 
‘wished to kidnap the Pope in 
an aeroplane and drop him over 
the Adriatic. 


D'Annunzio wrote his 
play La Nave, which celebrated 
the Venician City-State of 
the Renaissance and called for 
actionwith the slogan "Arm the 
prow and sail towards’ the 


world." The impact of the play 
was powerful, the actors 
coming to real blows, the 
populace of .Rome shouting its 


“slogans. The king congratulat- 


ed D'Annunzio, and Austria 


officially protested to the 


Foreign Office. | | 

D'Annunzio became a 
major influence on Italian 
youth, including the Futurist 
movement. The climate created 
enabled Prime minister Crispi 
to embark on imperial advent- 
ures in Africa, and D'Annunzio 
inspired both the general 
population and the troops with

D'Annunzio was living in 
France when World War I broke 
out.

nations in the 20th Century. 


Before a crowd at an 
official opening of the 
Garibaldi monument, D'Annunzio 
was invited to speak, declar- 
ing his own "Sermon on the 
Mount": "...Blessed are they, 
who having yesterday cried 
against this event, will today 
Silently accept the supreme 
necessity, and do not wish to 
be the Last,but the First! 
Blessed are the young’ who, 
starved of glory, shall be 
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equality ink 


satisfied!Blessed are the 


merciful, for they sall be 
called on to quench a splendid 
flow of blood, and dress a 
wonderful wound!..." The crowd 
was ecstatic.

SRE RE SE 


At 52 and considered a 
national treasure, there was 
pressure to dissuade him from 
enlisting, but his influence 
prevailed, and he was Commiss-— 
ioned in the Novara Lancers, 
and saw more than 50 actions. 
Such was’ the daring of his 
ventures that Italy's most 
eminent literary figure soon 
became her gratest war hero. 
With a small handpicked team 
he would head by motorboat 


into an Austrian harbour and 
fire off his torpedoes,He flew 
many times over the Alps at a 
time when such a fete was 
considered extraordinary. The 
Austrians put a bounty on his 
head, to which he replied by 
entering Buccari harbour to 
torpedoe a merchant ship and 
leave behind rubber containers 
each containing a lyrical 
message in indelible ink.He 
was especially noted for his 
excursionsover enemy territory 
dropping propaganda leaflets.

RENAISSANCE STATE 

D'Annunzio was a 
Renaissance Man in every sense 
of the word, and Fiume became 
a 20th C. Renaissance State. 
It would be the catalyst for a 
"League of Oppressed Nations" 
to counter the League of 
Nations and the bourgeoisie 
powers. The Free State of 
Fiume was proclaimed with a 
"Statute of the Carnaro", 
which instituted physical 


training for the youth, old. 


age pensions, universal 


education, aesthetic instruct- 
ion, and unemployment relief. 

Private property was recogniz- 
ed, subject to its "proper, 
sontinucus and efficient use." 


Corporations and guilds were. 


established to -respresent 
workers and producers. Both 
freedom of religion AND 
atheism were constitutionally 
protected. 


A College of Ediles was 
"elected with discernment from 
‘men of taste and education",- 
who maintained 
standardsin architecture and 
construction. The parliament, 
or Council of the Best, was 
enjoined to minimize chatter, 
with sessions held with 
"notably concise brevity." A 
higher chamber was called the 
Council of Provisors. At the 


top of the lot was D' eee 


the Commandante. 

Music was elevated as "a 
religious and social institut- 
ion" by the Statute. 

For 15. months the 
Commandante held out against 
Allied protests and Government 


- blockade. 


BLOCKADE 
The Government event- 
ually tightened its blockade 


which resulted in food 
shortages amidst the .European- 
wide -influenza'. epidemic.To 


answer this D'Annunzio. formed 
the Uscocchi (from an _ old 
Adriatic name for a type of 
pirate): they captured ships, 
warehouses, stole coalI., arms, 
meat, coffee, ammunition, even 
army horses indaring raids all 
over Italy. 

- D'tAnnunzio had _ planned 
to march .on Rome and take 
Italy. Indeed, the 
Legionnaire song had the 
refrain “with the bomb and the 
dagger we will enter’ the 
Quinirile." D'Annunzio had 
hoped for the support of 
Mussolini, who had been 
propagandizing for D'Annunzio, 
but Mussolini considered such 
a move premature.

Government troops now 
moved on Fiume. D'Annunzio 
ordered a general 
mobilization, and hoped ‘that 
Italian troops would not fire 


on fellow Italians, a notion 


repugnant to him. 

Military operations 
began on 24 December 1920, 
"The Christmas of Blood" as 
D'Annunzio called it. 20,000 
troops began to move against 
D'annunzio's 3000. The Andrea 
Doria sailed within stYiking 
range. D'annunzio was given an 
ultimatum .to surrender- or 
bombardment would intensify. 
After some initial shelling 
the balconies opened and women 
came forth holding aloft their 
babies, shouting "This one, 
Italy! Take this one. But not 
D'Annunzio!" The hoped- 
for Fascist uprising was not 
going to eventuate, and the 
commandante gathered his 
Cabinet together to announce 
his capitulation. Although his 
troops had repulsed Government 
troops for five days, the City 
could not withstand a heavy 


shelling. "I cannot impose ‘on 
this heroic city its ruin and 
certain destruction", he 
‘declared. 

FASCISM 


D'Annunzio retired to a 
secluded house he called "The 
Shrine of Italian Victories", 
and resumed his writing. He 
remained the most popular 
figure in Italy whom both 
Fascists and anti-fascists 
tried to recruit. Despite 
what he considered Mussolini's 


betrayal over Fiume, he 


refused to attend an anti- 
Fascist demonstration, and 
shortly later, on 27 Oct 1922 
the Fascists marched on Rome. 
The new regime establ- 
ished on a more realistic 
basis the romantic vision 
D'annunzio had tried to erect

ROBERT N.- TAYLOR 


Artist * Poet * Dissident

ROBERT N TAYLOR, artist,poet,Heathen, 
and self-declared "American dissid- 
ent" was one of the principal 
forerunners of txday's burgeoning 
American grass-roots resistance to 
plutocratic tyranny. A leader of the 
"Minutemen", precursor of the 
contemporary sprouting ‘citizen's 
militias! in the USA, and a pioneer 
of the Odinist revival, Taylor has 
kept the: flame of heresy burning for 
over three decades. If ‘Americans 
succeecdi in overthrowing the corpor- 
ate/Zionist coteries which bound 
them it will be in no small measure 
due to the efforts of Robert Tayler. 
It is with honour that we present 
this exclusive interview. 
tk * * 


During the year or so before 
DePugh's trial took place, f had 
gone on the road. Rucksack and long 
hair, melding into the then countl- 
ess Hippies coursing the highways of 
America. I travelled throughout. the 
Rockies staying at various communes 
and crash-pads, and stayed quite a 
few months in Guadelajara, Mexico 
City, travelling as far south as 
Guatemala. Primarily visiting Aztec 
and Mayan ruins, painting pictures, 
wenching, and generally trying to 


survive on very little money. I did | 


encounter members of the Tecos, a 
Rightist group in Mexico, as well as 
La Blanco Mana (White-Hand) people 


in Guetamala, and had some adventur- 


es down in those places. 

I stayed in touch with 
DePugh's family and made sure I got 
a subpoena as a defence witness, 
before the Feds could serve me with 
one. This was a period of many 
personal adventures and misadventur- 
es. 


HERETIC: What became of DePugh? 

RNI: He was convicted and sentenced 
to 9 - 10 - year concurrent sentenc- 
es on various Federal fire-arms 
charges and other things. He spent 
approx. 8 years in various prisons 
and was finally paroled. | 


HERETIC: Were there any legal 
repercussions to you as a result of 
your — Minutemen activities? 


RNT: I had been threatened with 


prosecution on a number of things 
if I went in and testified on 
DePugh's behalf. Consequently I did 
testify but nothing happened. I had 
figured if I could stay out of 
their grasp until the trial they 
would not carry out any threats 
Since it looks pretty bad arresting 
or prosecuting someone who has just 
been a witness. 

Nevertheless they continued 
their surveillance of me. I recall 
the day that J Edgar Hoover died. 


That evening there were two very 


frantic linemen climbing up the 
telephone poles behind my appartme- 
nt messing around with the phone 
lines. I later had trouble with my 
phone and it was traced to a 
hastily installed connection done 
with something they call scotch- 
lock, a small coupling device used 
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for quick temporary connections in 
severed wires. Apparently when 
Hoover died they all scrambled 
about getting all of their illegal 
and unauthorized phone taps off. 
They no longer had J Edgar to cover 
for them. 


HERETIC: What did you do after the 
demise of the Minutemen? 

RNT: In a real sense this was the 
period of my "Dark night of the 
soul". The revolution I had staked 
all and everything on had come up 
less than zero. I more or less 
withdrew into myself. This was the 
beginning of my Grail-Quest for 
spiritual and philosophical 
answers. For the next several years 
I did a great deal of reading, 
meditating and creating out of the 
crucible of my angst. That first 
year I completed over one hundred 
Oil paintings and sone three 
hundred drawings; I also wrote alot 
of poetry. I studied the sacred 
books of the East; the Rig Veda, 
Upanishads, Gita, the Tao, and 
various Zen, Tantric and Tibetan 
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studies.During this period I also 
experienced various mystical and 
transcendental occurances. I re- 
read Spengler's "Decline of the 
West" and similar books. I began to 
formulate my own thoughts’ on 
Pantheism and Heathenism; Y¥ read 


~ the Eddas and what Sagas were 


available. Also the stories of 
Tolkien. 

Then about the lowest ebb of 
my financial and emotional resourc- 
es, I chanced upon a position with 
a major advertising firm and went 


to work there as a copywriter and > 


Art Director, doing print and t.v. 


ads. I learnt a great deal in this | 


profession about shaping peoples 
thoughts and attitudes. This was 
about the time the musical group 


"Changes" came to be formed. We. 


began to write ballads and songs. 

- We encountered The Process, 
Church of Final Judgement and they 
asked if we would do some music 
sets at their coffee house in the 


Old Town section of Chicago. It was . 
there at the Process center that we | 


staged our first public 
performances before a live 
audience. 


HERETIC: What were the main 
influences on your art at this 
time? a 

RNT: Initially my spiritual and 
philosophic ideas and impulses. 
This was also a period in which I 
experimented with LSD and STP and 
other psychotropic drugs. While in 


Mexico I had visited Maria Sabena 


(the Mazatec shaman) in Oxaca and 
did magic mushrooms. © | , 


At some stage I made the 


discovery that others were creating 
mandalic art similar to what I was 
doing independently. I was much 
fascinated by the San Francisco 
Visionary school of art, Gage 


Taylor, Bill Martin and the Gothic 


collage artist Satty. These were 


artists who had started out doing 


psychedelic rock poster art and 
underground newspaper art, as I had 
also. I was also much taken up with 
the art of Dali, Durer, Ingress, 
the Flemish and Dutch masters as 
well as the Englishpre-Raphaelites. 
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I began also to work in stiple- 
technique (pointillism) with 
coloured inks. 

My own artistic aesthetic 
back then as well as now, I would 
describe as Symbolist. I feel that 
it is the only valid approach to art 
in our time. Our adversaries use a 
similar method. It is the t.v. 
commercial and music video. etc. The 
slogan and advertising jingle is 
their method of supplanting poetry, 
and reaching into the subconscious. 
Of course commercial art is a 
profane and commercial bastardizat- 
ion of real art, but then most all 
of what they do is profane and 
geared towards the materialistic. 

Inclusive in my ‘Cult Rapture’ 
exhibit in Seattle, were five large 
paintings. These were symbolist in 


nature. By way of example of what I> 


am saying, the skull with the Statue 
of Liberty crown has this goal in 
mind: to project a stark image that 
will impinge upon the retina - 
leaving its after-image in the 
subconscious, so that once anyone 
has seen it, this image will rise to 
the conscious level whenever the 
Statue of Liberty is viewed or 
mentioned. Likewise with the U.N, 


flag optical illusion - which 
depicts the global grid with a skull 
and corssbones.Some people never 
seem to make the necessary visual 
transition to see it - consciously - 


_that is - but perhaps the inner eye 


does and the message and image will 
reach them on a far deeper level. 
This is all a part of the esoteric 
war aS opposed to the exoteric 
conflict. This esoteric. conflict 
also involves the employment of 
psycho-acoustic and linguistic 
techniques which I would prefer not 
to elaborate on. 
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HERETIC: Did the music group 
"Changes" have any specific philos-— 
ophical agenda? , 
RNT: It certainly did. Though we 
wrote many plaintive love songs as 
well as some humorous pieces we also 
did some very politically charged 
material. "Twilight of The West" is 
firmly based on the writings of 
Spengler and Yockey. "Memorablia" 
waS a play upon the Faust theme. 
"Legends That We Know" is a call for 
Pan-European unity and the revival 
of the Heroic Ethic. We also did a 
series of Apocalyptian ballads, 
which may well be the first Satanic 
oriented songs composed. All of this 
material will be available in some 
form on a CD titled "Fire of Life" 
to be issued by "Storm" in the US 


‘and by Cthulhu in Europe later this 


year. We will also soon be going 
into the studio to create another 
album which will contain some of the 
very first pagan songs written in 


be one of the first ecological 


_ballads (long before the term had’ 


been coined). It's called "All That 
Take"inspired by a parable written 
by Process founder DeGrimston. 


HERETIC: What influences continue to 
inspire your creativity? 

RNI: The Muse. Dreams, Nature (what 
is left of it), Western Folk 
culture. Legends of the past; 
Visions of the future. Heathenism, 
my disdain for the modern world. 
Also, my insights and analysis of my 
own experiences as a man living in 
this time and place. 


HERETIC: In your contribution on The 


Process in "Apocalypse Culture" you | 


describe The Process as having an 
apocalyptic prophecy infused with an 
odd theology of Christian/Satanic 


oe 


reconciliation. What connecting 
thread was there between this 
interest and your Minutemen involve- 
ment? | 

RNT: It was about this time that I 


~ came to the conclusion that what we 


had was not a political problem 
alone. Politics were just an 
appendage to a far deeper malady, 
one which was spiritual. A spiritual 
problem is a root. problem. It is not 
easily rectified by a_ simple 
changing of government or even a 
revolution. We constantly hear that 
we have a "drug problem" for 
instance. I do not believe it's a 
drug problem - it is a spiritual 


' problem and the drugs are simply a 


bad answer to it. 

We also have lots of other 
problems and issues which can be 
viewed in a similar manner. Pro and 
anti abortion forces both view that 
issue through a distorted lense. For 
the "Anti" it is another indication 
of the Devil's work; for the "Pro" 
it is a civil rights issue.But the 
real problem is that this is even an 


‘issue at all - it is simply one more 


nail in the collective coffin of the 
West. When women even begin to 
question the desirability of child- 
bearingsomething has gone drastic- 


-ally amok. Many of them think this 


is some glad new day of enlightenm- 
ent. That is because they haven't 


taken a peek at the history of other 
modern times, as well as what might ~~ 


great civilizations as they under- 
went their respective death rattles. 
The Ibsen woman who lives only for 
herself is nothing new - it has all 
occurred before in other disintegr- 
ating civilizations. Some of these 
Feminists should read the books of 
Livy, the earlier sections of the 
Bhagavad Gita, and The Poem of the 
Jaguar by the Mayan priest Chillum 
Balin. | 

So having come to the conclus- 
ion that we were locked into a deep 
spiritual problem, I was attracted 
to the end-world theme which The 
Process promulgated. As I said, it 
was my "dark night of the soul" and 
as a result I was feeling very 
Nihilistic and Misanthropic. 
HERETIC:. You also write in “Apocaly- 
se Culture" that you were attracted | 
to the Western, neo-Gothic flavour 


of the The Process (in contradistin- 
ction to the Eastern-inspired cults 
that were cropping up) with their 
black uniforms, capes and neat 
“grooming, but that you were repelled 
by the Jesus. element: in their 
theology. | 

RNT: Yes. I viewed the Gurus coming 
here from the Orient for the clever, 
sneering montebanks that they were. 
I rebelled against the thought of 
loosing my individuality in some 
aglamorous Godhead. The Process had 
a far more Occult aura about them, a 
truly Western Gothic style. As for 
Jesus: I have always viewed the 
religion.. bearing his name as the 
work of culture distortion: the 
historical Jesus was to the Jews of 
his time the same as what the Buddha 
was to the late Indian culture. The 
last Prophet or Avatar who comes to 
tell his people or tribe to surrend- 
er - to give up this world for a 
heaven or a Nirvana. This type of 
figure usually arises at the time 


when a people are confronted with - 


the question, "to be or not to be". 
The Jews decided "to be at any 
cost", and thus rejected Jesus and 
his. téachings as antithetical to 
their tribal survival. Whatever the 
message of such an Avatar of late 
Civilization, it is always a message 
pervaded with a sense of nihilism. 
_ For Faustian civilization it will be 
the destructive symbol of the Hanmer 
of Thor, not the lotus blossom of 
India or the Cross of surrender. It 
may well be that our Avatar has 
already appeared and been unrecogn- 
‘ized by most. Perhaps Savitri Devi 


and Miguel Serrano are correct in.- 


their assessment. 


HERETIC: Which other facets of The 
Process did you identify with. The 
Satanic or Luciferian? 


RNI: Certainly with the Satanic 


element as they had codified it. My 
introduction to the figure of Satan 
was not by way of Christainity, it 
was by way of the poem "Paradise 
Lost" by Milton. In that epic Satan 


is epitomized as the ultimate rebel,. 


the unbending freedom fighter. He is 
the Robin Hood of Fallen Angels. As 
Milton says: All poets are of the 
Devil's party, or something to that 
effect. But equally I was attracted. 


om 


to the Luciferian side of their 
teachings. Light, brightness, 
clarity, Gnosis, beauty, these 
things as well embody positive 


-aspects of the Godhead and human 


existence. 


THE PROCESS 


HERETIC: You are now involved with 
the Teutonic Heathen revival. When 
did this interest in your heritage 
and ancient lore begin? - 

RNT: Since very early in my life I 
had a fascination with my Germanic 
and Celtic ancestry. As a child my 
favourite holiday has always been 
Samhain. 

Twenty years ago was the first 
heathen camp - out of what soon 
became the Wulfing Kindred, one of 
the oldest Odinist/Asatru kindreds 
in North America. I have served as 
chief Gothar (Priest). My wife and I 
were among the seminal figures in 
both the general pan-Pagan revival 
as well as the Odinist/Asatru 
revival. Sometime in the late 
seventies or early eighties we were 


affiliated with the Asatru Free - 


Assembly which was founded by Steven 


‘ McNallen. When the AFA broke up we 


were among the founding members of 
the Asatru Alliance of which the 
Wulfings are very active today. The 
Asatru Alliance is presently the 
most active group furthering the 


cause of a spiritual re-awakening 


among our folk both in the US and 
abroad. 


HERETIC: In your poems "...And 
Finally..." and "Faust: A New Wave 
Gothic Epic in four movements", you 
articulate the Cyclic view of 
history of both the Ancients as well 
as that of Spengler, that Western 
Civilization is approaching its 
Ragnarok, but that there'll be a 


rebirth of something greater upon | 


its ashes. How do you see this 
Ragnarok unfolding? 

RNT: In these two poems I attempted 
to project two distinct, or 
alternate, possibilities for the

‘Americans 


future. In "...And Finally..." in 
which [ wrote of Ragnarok, I alluded 
to the cryptic whisperings of Odin, 
which he made in the ear of Balder 
who lay dead on a funeral pyre. What 


else could Odin have whispered to 


his son .other than "rebirth"? This 
poem was written at a time when the 
nuclear war-heads of the Soviets and 
stood poised at one 
another. 


"...And Finally..." also deals | 


with elements of T S_ Eliot's 
"Wasteland" and other poems, but not 
from the perspective of an ineffect- 
ual view and listless manner he had. 
It is a parody of Eliot and his 


poetry as well. 
The "Faust" poem is a sort of 


Chaison of Western man, chronicling | 
his Faustian impulses, both for. 


better and for worse. One must 
remember that the archetype of Faust 
is but a facetof Odin, bastardized 
and demonized by Christian theology. 
Gothicism has its real roots ‘not in 
Christians, but in the collective 
Folk soul of the Teutonic peoples. 


All of its elelments can be found in’ 


our folk lore and native organic 
religion. From christian times up to 
the present this organic Gothic 


impulse has been demonized into 
vampires and monsters and trite 
haunted ° 


paperback romances of 
castles for the reading pleasure of 
bored housewives. Being our true 
cultural instinct the Gothic has an 
appeal that never loses its mystique 
with our people. Each generation 
still reads Poe and: Shelley's 
Frankenstein, and similar 
literature. Likewise, I have stood 
in Gothic cathedrals and felt the 
power within them, unconnected to 
the theology they had hoped to 
convey. I have also stood in 
a@ Northern birch forest in the fog’, 


and the quality of light and the - 
feeling in both were identical for 


So getting back to the "Faust" 
poem, it points to the possibility 


of our folk eventually journeying to . 


the stars. These two poems will 
appear along with another poem ina 
book "A Gothic Trilogy" which I hope 
to have completed later this year. 
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-HERETIC: How do you see Ragnezck . 


unfolding? 
RNI: The possibilities are many and 
varied. In America it would ,seem 
that the present bureaucracy and its 
complexities will grow top heavy and 
begin to unravel in much the same 
way that we saw the Soviet union go. 
Anarchy, Separatism, the emergence 
of new nation states within the 
continental US. All these I think 
are real possibilities for the 
future. Racial wars of annihiliation 
might be the outcome of all the 
conflicts of interest that presently 
are becoming more strident every 
day. The simple ratio of. problem 
makers to problem solvers is another 
element in the long run which will 
bring the house of cards tumbling 
down. 

America is the power base for 
the New World Order. It is where the | 


resources, the operating funds for 


this New World Order are being 
expropriated. I believe that out of 
the chaos that will ensue: a rebirth 
of Aristocracy will ‘emerge. An 


aristocracy based upon ability and 


might, will once more seize the day. 
Those who have . the endurance, 
strength and will to survive will be 


- the heirs of this new world. The 


emergence of Ethnic States will 
probably be the final form of 
things. These will be structured on 
a tribal or regional _ basis 
initially. They will of course 
contain a heroic ethic - nothing 
else will have substance at that 
time. | 

HERETIC: How do you consider 
yourself politically: Right-libert- 
arian, Left-Anarchist, Fascist...Or 
perhaps extremes end up joining each 
other and a synthesis is possible? _ 
RNT: In the broadest sense I think 
of myself as a political dissident. 
One who is gravely concerned and 
dissatisfied with the present order 
of things and the apparent direction 
in which it is headed. The dichotomy 
of Left and Right is becoming more 
and more obsolete. Above and below 
has begun.to supplant it. 


HERETIC: In your "Cult of 
Revolution" exhibit at Adam 
Parfrey'’s Cult Rapture show you 
issued a booklet condemning the © 


plutocratic ‘elitists'' push for a 
New World Order, in which all 
mankind will be reducedto “interch- 
angeable labour units". Do you view 


this encroaching New World Order as 


the principal threat today? 
RNT: Yes. This is a result of. the 
One Worlders who have been working 


long and hard to bring this state of | 
affairs to pass. At present their . 
‘New World Order is not yet complete. | 

The military attack on Iraq 


was certainly their way of notifying 
Iraq that Third Positionists will 
not be tolerated. Libya is another 
thorn in their side, as is North 
Korea and possibly Iran. They will 
no doubt create some justification 
for attacking these places, as well 
as any other nation that doesn't 
comply with their dictates. They 
(The One Worlders) are one part of 
the problem. The other problem is 
the rapid, unbridled acceleration of 
technology . I hope to deal with this 
in "A Gothic Trilogy" in an essay 
that will accompany the Faust poem. 


HERETIC: Will this New World Order 
perhaps help to accelerate . the 
coming of Ragnarok? 

RNT: It will probably lead to many 
wars against non-complying forces 
within various countries. The U.N. 
military will serve as their muscle. 
It is difficult to predict what sort 
of resistance may arise against 
them. Russia is not a_ stable 
Situation yet. Anything may happen 
there that could throw a mee 
wrench into their works. 


HERETIC: What should the activist a 
doing during this period? 

RNT: Learning to out-think, out- 
smart, and oout-manouever these 
forces. The weapon of greatest 
potential that any human can have is 
a well working mind coupled .with 
very sound instincts. Learn to think 
on your toes - and to think rapidly 
‘under -- duress. Know how to shift 


“positions rapidly when the occasion 


demands. . 

In this regard, two of the 
activities I have engaged in during 
my life, boxing and motorcycling, 
have taught me how to make quick 
decisions. And strong body and quick 
wits are the most basic aptitudes 
any individual will want to have on 
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their journey through life. With 
their cultivation comes confidence, 
finesse, and timing. They cover the 
full contingent of possibilities . 

Not to be ignored is’ the 
nurturing of the spiritual side of 
the individual. This too is an 
important factor. I hesitate to 
expand on this area due to obvious 
space limitiations. _ 

From an organizational point 
of view, keep organization dispersed 
and largely invisible. Seek out 
those who have self-initiative and 
don't require constant direction and 
inspiration. look for peers, not 
inferiors. Create an organization of 
leaders who all understand what 
exactly they are fighting and how to 
go about the task. Always have at 
least three plans for’ every 
occasion. Help to develop courage, 
loyalty, and will, both in yourself 
as well as in your kinsmen. All of 
this is but the basic first order of 
things. 


’HERETIC: How do you view. the 
“contemporary "Radical Right" in the 


USA? 

RNT: It is still a very dis-harmon- 
ious affair. That which will bring 
it into greater harmony iss a 
worsening of circumstances. At 
present many of the personalities 
and groups still have the leisure to 


nit-pick and split hairs over | 


trifles. The Right in America has 
been built on a negative, not a 
positive or revolutionary, foundat- 
ion. It is, in a few quarters at 
least, beginning to make a transit- 
ion to revolutionary thinking. I do 
not think most of those on the 
present day Right will make that 


_ transition, and any emerging 


revolutionary force will draw from 
new people unconditioned to the old 
negativity. An apt e.g. is’ the 
formation of the Militias over the 


past several years. They are. 


reported to be in fifty States now. 

Most of them are not fromthe Old 
Right. They are instead from a mord 
middle sector of society who have 
simply become fed up with the 
existing government and the status 
quo. I think this lends credence to 
what I am saying here. 


HERETIC: As a pagan, what is your 
opinion of the influence of 
Christian Identity on the US Right? 
RNT: It's really an unfortunate 
turn of events. It would be comical 
if it wasn't first of all a tragic 
permutation of thought. British 
Israelitism as it is properly known 
is certainly a case of "mistaken 
Identity". 

It is crcbaniy the final gasp 


of Christian theology, which says. 


in effect we are Jews, and those 


‘who call themselves Jews = are 


imposters. this brings it all full 
circle. Ourobouros - with this feat 
of theological gymnastics; the 
serpent is biting its own tail, so 
to speak. 

A member of the inner core of 
the Minutemen had a fixation on 
this Identity stuff. He had a 
number of reel-to-reel tape record- 
ings of Wesley Swift preaching 
these ideas. It was really enterta- 


‘ining. We literally fell off our 


chairs, rolling on the _ floor 
clutching our sides with laughter - 
tears streaming down our cheeks, 
it was so ludicrously funny. Things 
like "all the Blacks had originated 
on Mars" and so forth. [Editor 
"Dr" Swift was one of the head 
Identity preachers whose writings 
are holy writ to the Identity 
movement ]. 

Fortunately, this movement 
probably hit its peak about six 


years ago and is beginning to loose 


followers. It certainly has had a 
retarding effect on a’ certain 
segment of the Right. 


HERETIC: Given your prior associat-— 
ion with The Process, as well as 
your allegory on pacifism, "What if 
they gave a war and nobody came?" 
in "The Black Flame", how do you 
perceive Satanism and the Church of 
Satan? 

RNT: I guess there are aS many 
‘forms of Satanism as there are 
Paganism. Historical Satanism was 
certainly a reaction to secular 


Christianity, and I can understand | 


that reaction in understanding the 
horrific history of Christianity. 
For many artists and poets of the 
last century it seemed to act as a 
loadstone for creative genius; 


Baudelaire, Huysman and others. I 
think it continues to attract some 
very singular individuals. Its 
elitist affectation however is its 
primary limiting factor. It seems 
that it is somewhat subjective, 
self-centered and materialistic in 
its basic philosophy. Much of what 
I've read of Satanic writings has 


- seemed to be Ayn Rand's "Virtue of 


Selfishness" with Gothic trappings. 
Its evil or naughtiness has never 
really held any appeal for me, if 
for no other reason that I was 
not raisedas a Christian to begin 
with - that nullifies a large part 
of its attraction I think. 


As for Anton Lavey's s Church 
of Satan, it would appear to me, 
that it has become more of a cult 
of personality surrounding LaVey 
than .a functioning organization. 
I've enjoyed reading a number of 
LaVey's books; I found’ them 


entertaining and informative. And . 


his sense of humour and insights 
into the human condition often 
amusing and penetrating. I've heard 
he" S a fascinating individual. 


As for my article’ in "The 
- Black Flame", it seemed like the 


right venue for an _e allegory 
extolling Social Darwinism, since 


an agreement on that point is where - 


our paths cross. Peter Gilmore 
publishes a very professional and 
attractive 'zine, which is a credit 
to his talents. I have also heard 
tell that he is quite a musician 
and composer in his own right. 


HERETIC: You created the fearsame 


image of the Fenris wolf which 
became the symbol oof Radio 
Werewolf. What was your association 
with R.W.? 

RNT: The Fenris Wolf graphic was 
created prior to any knowledge of 
RW's existence. I had done a number 


of wolf graphics and this was among ~ 
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a group of art work and poetry I 


sent to "Exit" magazine. At the 
time Adam Parfrey was co-publishing 
it with George Petros. Apparently 
Adam ended up with the art work 
after he left "Exit". He was | 
working with the peoplefrom "Amok" 
press at the time that Schreck of 
RW was supposed to edit "The Manson 
_ File" book. Adam showed Schreck a 
copy Of my Fenris Wolf graphic and | 
he thought it would be perfect for 
dis album | “The . Fiery Summons",

where it eventually appeared. At 


the time Schreck said he thought’ it .. 


was some sort of synchronicity, and 
that this was exactly what he had 
in mind for the cover as well as the 
band's principal symbol.

‘which the group used. 

‘I never did meet Zeena .or 


him. 
HERETIC: How do you view the 
intellectualized version of 


Odhinnism by Stephen Flowers, who_ 
has made a name for himself as 
author of popular books on runes? ... 


RNI:- I think it would be more 
accurate to describe Flowers, as 
well as his creation, The Ring of 
Troth, aS academic rather than 
intellectual. Basically his first 
couple of books were pretty well 
done. But the subsequent ones 
seemed to be variations on the 
first two. I think his contribution 
to the runes could have been boiled 
down to several books. As for the 


distinction between he and The Ring’ 


of Troth and myself and The Asatru 
Alliance I think it can .be summed 
up as follows: The majority of 
those in the Alliance are coming 
from the soul - a gut feeling 
towards Asatru, whereas Flowers and 
the Troth people are coming 
basically from the head. For those 
in the academic world what someone 
thinks or says is of paramount 
importance. In an academic environ- 
ment nothing much really ever 
happens or is done. It's a world 
where ideas are of the first order 


: Of importance. 


For myself as well as most 
Alliance members it's less import- 
ant what you think or say as what 
you do. It's more a world of 
concrete actions and deeds.- I 


personally feel myself to have more — 


in common in a general sense with 
some Southern Black Blues Musician, 
some Indian Medicine Man, or 
Australian Bushman, than I do with 
people like Flowers and ROT. The 
thing I have in common witn these 
others is‘ that like them I'm a 
"soul man". I am to my kind, what 


they. are to theirs.I'm operating 


on the same primal energy level as 
they do - I'm coming from the 
heart. Flowers and ROT are not. 
Their focus seems to be everywhere 
except their own culture. They are 
cosmopolitans and cultural plural- 
ists. Academic nomads lost in the 
cultural by-ways and hi-ways of the 
Global Village. They can write 
books about runes and play-act at. 
being Vikings, but in the end they 
are empty soulless vessels with 


little relevance to reality. Their 


reality quotient is low. Few of them 
have had to survive in combat, 
prison’ or inner city streets. Now 
I'm sure there are some ROT people 
who do not fit this description; 
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T've met one or two of them, but 
generally I think my description is 
a valid one. 


HERETIC: What other projects can we 
expect _ from you in the near and 
distant futures? 

RNT: I hope to finish several books 
concerned with symbols. A book of 
non-fiction short stories. A 7- 
inch record and the CD "Fire of 
Life". The "Gothic Trilogy" poems 
and essays. A book dealing with the 
theological and sociological 
aspects of the emerging new 
spirituality. And probably alot 
more, circumstances permitting - 


HERETIC: Anything you 'd like to 
add? 

RNT: Yes. We have primarily covered 
various points concerning the 
exoteric conflict; its history and 


background and possibly future, 
from my own perspective and 
involvement in it, in a_ very 
precursory manner. I want to add 


that there is an entire other side 


to this conflict. One which is best 


described as esoteric, and which we 


have hardly touched on. or explored 
in this interview. The esoteric 
level to this conflict is concerned 
with psychology, spirituality, art, 
music, poetry, symbolism and the 
underlying alchemy or technics 
inherent in these and other things. 
At * present a ‘great deal of 
importance must be placed upon this 
esoteric level as it is the 
foundation for the future exoteric 
level of the struggle.

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..And Loki Laughs On 


Key of Alocer editor ABAANER A. 
TINCENDIUM replies to a homophobic 
French letter sent in response to 


his "Loki" article appearing in The - 


Flaming Sword #6. 


When I wrote an article on 
Loki for ‘The Saord, I 
thought "Well, that's ‘all from Loki 
for awhile". I should have realized 
he wouldn't allow himself to slip 
from my mind so easily, and so I 
find him giving me yet another 
example of the humour with which he 
fills this wonderful world. 

Forwarded to me by The Flaming 
Sword's editor was a letter from a 
Frenchman, Monsieur Olivier W. In 
his letter Monsieur W. lets it be 
known that he didn't like what I 
had to say about Loki; something I 
most certainly welcome. But Loki's 
wicked sense of humour rears its 
head because he has given me the 
challenge of someone who offers no 
real challenge. Loki can be so 
cruel; if an opponent is an 
intellectual equal then there is at 


least a challenge, but when the 


arguments presented are flawed from 
the start, one hardly’ feels 
inclined to give him the time of 
day. 
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I will not burden the reader 
by reprinting said letter, since 
deciphering the muddled style is 
tough enough for me, but will 


address the individual "points" he 


raises: 
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-"First_and foremost, I don't 


_ think Fire is for Loki a friend/ 


en : t 1s letely contrad- 

ictory and not paradoxical" (sic). 
We can forgive the inappropr- 

iate English, since it is not his 


first language, although it does 
lend to being unsure of what his © 


arguments are. The essence of 
Paradox IS contradiction; it is a 
magickal law: characteristics and 
attributes exist that appear to be 


a contradiction but are in fact two 


sides of the whole. 
Ioki's Fire attributes are 
En fact, so there is no 


cause to even argue that point. 


Fire is both friend and enemy 
because fire can provide wamnth, 
cooked food, industry, but it can 


also burn everything you possess to ~ 


a cinder. Such is the nature of 
Loki: he is the dearest friend of 
Odin, and yet he is his enemy who 
brings about his destruction _ 
upon the field of Vigrid. 


Likewise, I would never trust Loki: 
with my life, even though I regard: 


him as a friend; he is simply too 
unpredictable, through no fault of 
his own but merely because of his 
fiery nature. 

It may be pertinent to point 
out at this time that even though 
Monsieur W. sees fit to argue with 
me, and tell me that I am wrong no 
less, he admits that: | 
1) "I don't personally know Loki, 
because I have never seen him... 

2) "I don't know mythology enough 
for that" (to argue a point). — 
3) In this letter - "you will find 
no mythological references." 

As you can see, my work is not 
exactly cut out for me. 


-"To designate Loki as a 
bisexual transvestite seems to me 
being an uwutopic i aberration 


and _to blend magick mythology with 
that human psychology appears to me 
as__an__inconceivable thing even 


stupid and above all filthy..." 
What I particularly like about 


this little rant are the words 
"stupid" and "filthy". the first is 
akin to school-yard taunts, while 
the second is exactly the same word 
one comes to expect from every 
fundamentalist bigot who descries 


oe 


the slipped morality of the modern 
age. 

It would appear that Monsieur 

W. would have us believe that 

mythology is a wonderful realm 

where all the entities are strictly 


hetero, strictly missionary 
position, and probably married with 
children and picket fences. He is 
suggesting that anything but the 
most basic. of heterosexuality does 
not appear in mythology; that 
somehow homosexuality is merely a 
human/psychological attribute that 
has no bearing on myth.

A few 
famous Greek fags are: Zeus, 
Ganymede, _ Poseidon, Pelops ,, 
Zephyrous, Apollon, Hyacinthos , and 
the list goes on......... 


NORSE MYTHOLOGY 

Norse mythology also has, 
aside from Loki, the gods Tyr and 
Thor, who are both sourced from one 
of the oldest Indo-European 
deities. Their root name is Twisto, 
meaning ‘ambisexual', being a 
combination of both sexes. Thor was 
well-known for.his predilection for 
dressing up in women's clothing. 
Does anyone truly believe. he had 
to be talked into wearing Freyja's 
wedding dress? Of course not. Why? 
Because he was secure in his 
sexuality. — 

Likewise, Odin was not 
averse to strapping on a_ skirt; 
something that Loki made no secret 
about. 

And would Loki, if he were 


-such a red-blooded, fag-burning, 


straight and narrow male, have let 
himself be well and truly shafted 
by the stallion who sired Sleipnir? 
I think not! (Hel knows I'd pay 
good money for such an experience). 

Monsieur W. would have us 
rewrite the Norse epics so as not 
to offend his blinkered, bigoted 
and precious Old Aeon morality. He 
fails to see that the gods exist as 
a mirror of the human race. his 
preciousness does not even wishfor 
Loki to laugh at them. 
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To clarify Loki as a bisexual: 
Loki has involvement with Angrboda, 
Sigyn and many other Aesir goddess- 
es, but he also has no revulsion 
when confronted with a stud like 
Svadilfari. 

To clarify Loki as a transves-— 
tite:Loki disguised himself as the 
giantess Thokk as well as many 
other Crones. Similarly, he often 
borrowed Freyja's clothes’ to 
galavant around the Nine worlds in. 

Please, Monsieur, unlike you I 
DO. know mythology. This is my 
life's work you are unsuccessfully 


disputing. I am not merely a fag 


who had a_ sudden hankering to 


besmirch the good name of the first 
- god I came across. 


And yet he continues, taking 
exception that I described Loki as 
akin to an exuberant child who 
poked fun at the gods: | 

-",...attribute to him the 


nature of someone craven and 


pretentious, leaving a mock on the 
face of ev oddess and god, that . 


makes me ruminate of rage" [Your 


guess is as good as mine as to what 


that meant]. "Mythology; is not 
Panda Circus, it's something 
icularly serious." 
The flaws here should be 


apparent to anyone with a smidgen 
of knowledge about mythology. 


Mythology is about life in all its 


aspects. Most of life is extremely 
funny, and so is mythology. to put 
it succinctly, Life IS a circus. 


Mythology IS a circus. Once again — 


Monsieur W. has shown he does not 
know mythology. My reason. for 
proclaiming Loki as the trickster, 
jester and clown comes from EVERY 


incident in which he appears in 


mythology, but particularly the 
poem Lokaseena, which is an entire 
work depicting Loki taunting and 
teasing every god and goddess. 

Monsieur, did you think I'd 
made it all up on a whim? If you 
took it upon yourself to investig- 
ate mythology instead of relying on 
your misguided and bigotry—blinded 
‘instinct’, you wouldn't have Loki 
making such a fool of you, as he is 
now.

Eastern 
wisdom has never contributed to 
rising the Oriental above the ant-— 
heap.

Vicarious living 


Technology, impacting on all areas of existence, is increasingly 
distancing the Westerner from direct life experience. ee ea 

Escapism is endemic, a distortion of the avoidance instinct: the 
escape from hardship, risk and unpredictability - things that were 
once encouraged as "character building" - in favour of the soft option, 
and the superficial thrills of the voyeur. It is not. surprising that 
there are few who possess real character. 

The West, in its decadent phase, is where Rome was with its self- 
degraded citizens cheering in safety and opulence at the circuses and 
gladiators. The cowardly and the weak and the sly are role models where 
once it was the heroic, the strong, the defiant. 

Virtual reality and the computer revolution enable one to undergo 
a range of experiences as a voyeur, a passive observer, or static 
receptor of the experiences of others, or of electronically contrived 
experiences programmed to the gratification of the voyeur. For decades 
but they were, at least the 
former two, mere short-lived diversions while life was still, to some 
extent, lived directly. 

Now one can even access friends and form relationships of a kind 
via worldwide computer networks. The comfort and safety of one's house 
does not even have to be left to tap into an array of vicarious 
experiences. The "risk" of driving at night or getting caught in the 
rain on the way to the cinema, doesn't even have to be undertaken; the 
entertainment is now at one's fingertips in an instant, at one's 
leisure... The mass of zombified, transfixed to their t.v. or computer 
Screens, can experience life through others without the need to budge 
anything other than a few fingers. 

IMPERSONALITY is the basis of the entire System. 

The thrills of war, sex, romance, adventure, can all be participa- 
ted in, the attendant emotions aroused, at the touch of a button. 

The ultimate is presumably to dispense with the need of the 
cumbersome human body entirely, in favour of . simply a brain electron- 
ically plugged in to receive whatever stimuli is desired. 

The marvels of Faustian technology are being misused in the most 
artificial of ways, to the ultimate destruction of their creators. What 
is lacking here, as in virtually everything connected with the West, is 
BALANCE. Technology, the unique product of the Faustian creative 
genius, grants wonderful opportunities to expand knowledge and gain new - 


avenues of relaxation and entertainment. Yet because of this fundament-— 


al lack of balance, it has provided a multitude of substitutes for 
actual, direct, living experience. The questions to be asked now are: 
Relaxation from what? Knowledge for what? It is all just titillation 
for a decadent Civilization about to self-destruct. 


In balance, such technol would add dimensions to living 
rather than be substitutes for living. It would provide opportunities 
for new challenges, still requiring the heroism and nobility and 
adventurous spirit of old, suck ss thet provided Bee one es pirit of old, such as that provided by the unlimited scope 
of space exploration and co onization, as e logical destiny o e 


Faustian spirit. 
But far from this, the individual is a spectator of life. He needs 


€ver greater thrills to compensate for the pervasively mundane - 
voyeuristic excitement as a release for his pent-up, neurotic energy 
which is unable to find a healthy, DIRECT outlet. The typical Westerner 
is. the perpetual spectator of the life of others — those few left who 
actually DO, most typically, via sport. . He thrills at the 
thought of violence, misfortune and death, as long as the reality is 
far from him personally. He gazes with morbid curiosity at the scene of 
an accident, not with the possibility of rendering assistance (which 
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
